Rock Island, III.. May G.-Returns 
from' the election of delegates to the 
head camp of the Modern Woodmen of 
America at Toledo, Ohio, in June gave 
220 of the &J4 delegates to the adminis- 
' tralion force*, according' to the an- 
nouncemet at the Woodmen headquart- 
ers here to night. 

The opposition forces, fighting to 
depose the present officers, refuse to 
concede their defeat however. 

At the Illinois head camp here the 
administration delegates bolted and 
held a convention of their own. Illinois 
has seventy-three delegates' and there 
will be two delegations from Illinois to 
Toledo. 

The delegates to the Illinois conven- 
tion here were welcomed by the Mayor 
of Rock Island to day.

W. A. Northcott, state counsel of the 
Modern "Woodmen of America said in 
part:

With two hired men trying to beat 
off an enraged bull which attacked him 
and was pawing and butting him about 
the yard, Joe Atkinson, who lives with 
his mother a mile and a half northeast 
of Rondout had his life saved when a 
faithful collie dog, responding to the 
shouts of the men and the. victim, rush- 
ed at the bull, bit his legs, nose and 
finally distracfed the animal's atten- 
tion sufficiently to enable the workme* 
to huBtle Atkinson away to safety. 

The experience of the young farmer, 
who is 24 years old who lives- with his 
widow mother, was perhaps the most 
frightful that any man has gone through 
in Lake county with an enraged bull 
and lived to tell about it. 

He tossed the young farmer into the 
air but Atkinson fortunately landed on 
his knees when he hit the ground; the 
bull tossed him again. This time the 
victim landed on his back and the bull 
came after him, pawing and butting 
him as he lay prostrate on the ground. 
The efforts of the hired men were un- 
availing for the bull just kept on with 
his sport. All this time the men were 
'shouting' to' a~ collie dog which was 
about the place and finally just as the* 
situation was becoming so dangerous 
that they felt their master's life was 
likely to be sacrificed to their inability 
to get the animal's attention detracted, 
the dog came bouncing on the scene. 
He saw what the trouble was at a 
glance and started after the bull. Ha 
bit his nose as the animal was bending 
his head over the dog's master, then he 
bit his legs, the maddened bull natural- 
ly would turn his attention to the dog 
soon, mused the workmen as they kept 
on trying to detract the animal's at- 
tention.

Th<j ambassadorship to Great Brit- 
alu was offered to Mr. Olney early lust 
yeur, but he expressed an uuwllllug- 
neas to leave the country because of 
his business Interests. 

Although Mr. Olney 1b seventy-elght 
years old, he Is active, and has had a 
long experience in the business and 
financial world, which the president 
and his advisers believe would espe- 
cially qualify him to be head of the 
reserve board. 

Mr. Warburg, who was connected 
with Kuhn, Loeb & Co., has accepted 
the offer of membership on the board. 
Formal announcement of his selection 
aa well. as that of the other three 
members of tho board, besides tho gov- 
ernor. Is expected to bo made within 
tho next two or three days, as offers 
aro being made to the men whom the 
pretHdeut has selected. It is under- 
Btood that a southern bunker Is to bo 
ono of tho three, but no Intimation has 
come as yet as to his identity. 

Official Washington, as well as bank-

Light Draft 

There, is not a lighter draft Bulky plow mude tba lithe J. I. Case 
New Foot Lift Sulky. To demonstrate this we are constantly giving; 
demonstrations baring one man to pull our sulky plow. He gen- 
erally has another man on his back and nnothorone in the seat. The 
plow is set to turn a full furrow of average depth.

If such set- 
ting were possible when the plow is new, still it would not provide for 
the different Bharpness ot the share at different times or the 
wear ou the plow as it occurs.

Referred to as "Tho Largest Tele- 
scope In the World" and Will 
Coat Nearly $100,000— Its Lo- 
cation Not Yet Determined. 

Ottawa. Can.— Tho Canadian gov- 
ernment will soon possess a moro 
powerful rellectlng telescope than any 
now In existence. It has been re- 
ferred to In tho newspapers as "thu 
largest telescope In tho world," but 
this description Is misleading for two 
reasons; Ilrsl, becauso its aperture, 
72 Inches, is to bo tho sumo ns that 
of tho famouB Parsonstowu reflector, 
built by Lord Rosso In 1842; and sec- 
ond, because by tho time tho Canadi- 
an Instrument Is completed It now 
seems likely that tho 100-Inch reflec- 
tor which has long been under con- 
struction for the Mounts Wilson Solar 
observatory will also be ready for 
use. Tho Canadian telescope will, 
however, bo a much more clllclcnt In- 
strument than Lord Rosso's. Not 
only will tho mirror bo much su- 
perior, but tho mounting will enable 
tho telescopo to bo worked to the full 
advantage. Tho Parsonstown reflec- 
tor has an altazimuth, not an equa- 
torial, mounting and Is operated un- 
der such difficulties that* comparative- 
ly little ubo bus ever been made of 
It. \ 

Contracts for the new telescope 
have just been awarded to J. Bra- 
shear for tho mirrors and othor op- 
tical parts, and to Warner & Swasey 
for tho mounting. Tho disk for the 
principal mirror will bo mado by the 
St. Gobaln glass works, In Paris, but 
all tho. grinding and figuring will be 
done in tulB country. Tho total coBt 
will bo nearly ono hundred thousand 
dollars. Inasmuch as the instrument 
is intended primarily and notoriously 
for work of no immediate practical 
benefit, viz., the spectrograph^ meas- 
urement of radial stellar velocities, 
this sum represents a very notable 
contribution to pure science on the 
part of a government 

Tho telescope will have a parabolic 
mirror of 72 inches, clear aperture and 
30 feet focnl length, with a central 
hole ten Inches In diameter. Tho 
mounting is to bo similar to that of

Canadian Government, 30 Feet Fo- 
cal Length. 

tho Ann Arbor nnd Melbourne re- 
flectors, with a skeleton tube at ono 
side and nearly midway between tho 
bearings of the long polar axis, tho 
balance being restored by the declina- 
tion motion mechnnlsm and by coun- 
terweights at the other side. Both 
polar and declination axis will be car- 
ried entirely on ball or roller bearings, 
in place of the usual plain bearings 
for colllmating and a complicated sys- 
tem of counterwelghted rollers for re- 
lieving tho friction. The construction 
will also be simplified In otherrespecta. 
e. g., all fine clrcleB will be omitted, 
as will tho Blow motion arm In right 
ascension. It la characteristic of 
twentieth century technique in astron- 
omy that, although tho new telescopo 
will havo a full set of oculars for vis- 
ual observations, no program of visual 
work Is contemplated. Nowadays tho 
camera takes tho place of the human 
retina. Tho main purpose of tho 
instrument will bo tho measurement 
of motion in tho lino of alglit of 
stara fainter than the fifth magni- 
tude; .a task beyond tho light-gath- 
ering power of nearly all existing 
telescopes. For such work the tele- 
scope will generally be used In the 
Cassograln form; tho light from tho 
main mirror, converging toward a fo- 
cus, will bo received by a second by- 
perbololdal mirror of about nineteen 
inches aperture and ten feet focuB, 
placed about twenty-three feet abovo 
tho main mirror. The light passes 
thence down through tho hole in tho 
main mirror, and tho star images are 
formed about throe feet below tho lat- 
ter. Here tho spectrograph will bo 
placed. For. tho fainter stars of low 
dispersion the spectrograph will prob- 
ably bo placed at tho prime focus. Air 
investigation of tho atmospheric con- 
ditions In different parts of Canada Is 
now In progrosB, to determine where 
tho telescope will bo located.
